ea cirlt oziginall and grounde whereof.if a manne 
woulde ſearche out by the auncient fathers, he 
that the ſame was not oꝛdeined but of a good purpoſe, 
ef02 a great aduaũcement of godlines.Fo2thet ſo oꝛdered the mat⸗ 
ter. that all the whole Bible (oꝛ the greateſt part thereof)hould be 
redde ouer once in the pere: entending therby that the Cleargy, and 
ſpectally ſuch as were miniſters of the congregation lhould(by of- 
ten readyng,and meditation of Gods woꝛde) be ſtirred vp to godli⸗ 
nes theim ſelues, and be moꝛe able to exhoꝛte other by wholeſome 
doctrine, and to confute them that were aduertaries to the truthe. 
And kurther, that the people bi dayly hearing of holy ſcripture read 
in the chuxth)lhould continuallp pzofite moꝛe # moꝛe in the know 
ledge of God, and be the mozeenflamed with the loue of his true re⸗ 
ligion. But theſe many peres palled, this godlie and decent oꝛder of 
the auncient fathers hath bene to altered, bꝛonen and neglected. by 
plantynge in vncertaine Stozies, Legendes, Keſpondes, wierſes, 
batne Repeticions, Commemozations, and Sinodalles, that com⸗ 
monly when any boke of the Bible was begone, betoze thꝛe oꝛ four 
Chapters were read out, all the reſt are vnredde .

And moꝛe 
ouer, where as ſaint Paule would haue uche language ſpoken to 
the people tn the church. as they might vnderſtande, and haue pꝛo⸗ 
kite by hearinge the lame: the ſeruice in this church of England: 
thete many yeres)haue bene read in Lat ine to the people, whiche 
they vnderſtode not: ſo that they haue heard with their eares only, 
and their heart, tpirite, and minde. haue not bene edifted thereby, 
And kurthermoꝛe. not withſtãdyng that the auncient fathers haue 
deuided the Plalmes into ſeuen pozcrons; whereof euerye one was 
called a Nocturne now of late tizze:a fewe ot them haue bene day⸗ 
Ip aide. and oft repeated, and the re vttertyt omitted. Mozeouer, 
the number and hardnes ol the rules, called the Pie, and the mani 
koldechaungynges ot the teruice, was the cauſe; that to turne the 
boke onely was lo harde and intricate a matter: that many tymes 
there was moze buſines to finde out what ſhould be reade, then to 
read it when it was found our.

The Preface. 
this matter. here is dꝛawen out a kalender koꝛ that purpoſe, which 
is plaine and eaſie to be vnderſtanded, wherein (fo muche as mape 
be) the readyng of holy Scriptures is ſo ſet fozthe,that all thinges 
ſhalbe done in oꝛder, without bꝛeaking one piece thereof from ano- 
ther. Foꝛ this cauſe be cut of, Inthemes, Relpondes, Inuitatoꝛies, 
and ſuch line thinges,as did bꝛeake the continual courſe of the rea⸗ 
dyng of the ſcripture. Pet becauſe there is no reamedye, but that ot 
necellitie there multe be ſome rules, therefoze certaine rules are 
here ſet fozthe, which as they be ke we in number, ſo they be plaine 
and eaſye to bee vnderſtanden. So that here ou haue an oꝛder fox 
pꝛaper (as touching the readyng of holy ſcripture) muche agreable 
to the minde and purpoſe of the olde fathers, and a great deale 
moꝛe p2ofitable and commodious, then that which of late was v- 
ſed , It is moꝛe pzofitable, becauſe here areleft out manyc thinges 
whereof ſome be vntrue. ſome vncertaine,ſome vaine and ſuperſti⸗ 
cious, and is oꝛdeined nothing to be reade, but the very pure woꝛd 
of God the holy ſcriptures, oz that whiche is euidentlye grounded 
Hpon the ſame, and that in ſuch a language and oꝛder, as is moſte 
eaſpe and plaine koꝛ the vnderſtandynge, bothe of the readers and 
hearers.

And where heretoloꝛe there hath bene great diverſitie, in laiyng 
and ſingyng in churches within this realme, tome kolo wynge Ba⸗ 
lil burpe vſe, ſoun Herkoꝛde vſe, Come the vſe of Bangoꝛ, ſome of 
Poꝛke, and ſome ot Lincolne. Now from Hencefozthe,all the whole 
{calmeſhall haue but one vſe. And it anpe woulde iudge this wape 
moꝛe painetul, becauſe that al thinges mutt be read vpon the bohe. 
where as betoꝛe by the reaſon of ſo otten repeticion, they could fate 
many thinges by heart:it thoſe men will weigh their labour, with 
the pꝛotite and knowledge whiche daiely they (ball obtaine by rea⸗ 
ding vpon the boke;they will not refuſe the paine, in conſideration 
ok the great pꝛotite that ſhal enſue thereof, | 
And toꝛ as muche as nothing can almot be ſoplainely ſet foꝛthe, 
but doubtes map riſe in the vle and pꝛactiſyng ot the lame: To ap: 
peale ali ſuche diuerſitie (tf anye ariſe) and fo2 the reſolucton of alk 
doubtes concernynge the maner howe to vnderſtande dooe andex* 
ecute the thinges conteined in this booke, . The parties that ſo 
doubte, oꝛ diuerſly take any thinge hall al way reloꝛt to the biſhop 
of the dioreſſe, who by his dilcrecion hall take order foꝛ the quie⸗ 
tyng and appeaſyng of the lame, ſo that the ſame oꝛder be not con: 
trary.to any thing conteyned in chis boke, And ik the Biſhoppe of

dit came to paſſe, when Jelꝰ had finichedal ,,... 
Fo AS theſe ſayinges, he laied vnto his diſciples, xe n. 
Vunowe that after two daies ſhalbe Eater, and 
S289 the ſpne of man ſhalbe deliuered ouer to becru 
citted. Then aſſembled together the chiefe pꝛieſtes, and 
the Scribes, and the Elders of the people, vnto the pa⸗ 
lac? of the hie pꝛieſt( which was called Catphas) c heide 
a counlell that they might take Jeſus by ſubteltte, and 
kil him. But they ſayd:not on the holy day, leaſt there 
be an vpꝛoare among the people. When Jeſus was in 
Bethany in the Houle of Simon the Leper there came 
vnto him a woman hauing an Alabaſter boxe of pꝛeci⸗ 
ous ointment, and powꝛed it on his head, as he late at 
the boarde. But when his diſciples ſaWe it, they had in 
dignaciõ, ſaping: whereto ſerueth this waſt. This oint- 
ment might haue been wel ſold, and geuen to the pooꝛe. 
Mhen Jeſus vnderſtode that, he ſaid vnto them: why 
trouble pe the Woman? foꝛ ſhe hath wꝛoughte a good 
Woꝛke vpon me. Foz ye haue the pooꝛe alwayes Wyth 
vou, but me ye ſhall not haue alwayes. And in that ſhe 
hath caſt this ointment on my bodye, ſhe did it to burpe 
me. Uerely J ſaye vnto you: Whereſoeuer thys goſpel 
chalbe pꝛeached in all the wozlde:there ſhall alſothis be 
tolde that ſhe hath done foꝛ a memoꝛiall of her. Then 
one of the twelue ( which was called Judas Iſcarioth) 
went vnto the chiet Pꝛieſtes, and laid vnto them: what 
wWyll pe geue me, and J wyl delyuer him vnto you: And 
they appointed vnto him. xxx.pieces ot ſiluer. And from 
that tyme foꝛth, he ſoughte opoꝛtunttie to betray him; 
The tpꝛſte daye ot W ete bꝛead, the diſciples came to Je⸗ 
{us, layinge to hum: where wylte thou that we pꝛe⸗ 
pare foꝛ thee, tocate the Paſſeouer: And he ſayed: 
goot into the citie to ſuche a manne, and ſaye vnto 
hym: the Mayſter ſayeth my tyme is at hande, J 
wyll keepe my Eaſter by thee, wyth my dyſeyples. 
And the dyſciples dydde as Jeſus hadde-appoynted 
3 El., _ them, 
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them and they made ready the Paſſcouer. When the e⸗ 
uen was come, he ſate down with the. xi. And as they 
did eate, he laid: Uerely J ſay vnto you, that one of you 
ſhal betray me. And they were exceding ſoꝛowfull, and 
began euer one of them to ſay vnto him:loꝛde, is it J: 
He anſwered and laid: he that dippeth his hande wyth 
me in the diſhe, the ſame ſhall betraye me. The ſonne of 
man truelp gveth, as it is wꝛitteu ot him: but woe vnto 
that man by who the lonne of man is betraied. It had 
been good foꝛ that man, if he had not been boꝛne. Then 
Judas, which betraied him, anſwered# ſaid: Maiſter, 
is it J:Helaid vnto hun:thou haſt laid: and When they 
were eating, Jeſus toke bꝛead, and whenhe had geuen 
thankes, he bꝛake it and gaue it to the diſciples, æ ſayed: 
Take, cate, this is my body. And he toke the cuppe, and 
thanked,# gave it to them, ſaying:dꝛinke ye all of this: 
fo: this is mybloud which is or the new Teſtamente) 
that is ſhed foꝛ many, foꝛ the remiſſion oklynnes. But J 
ſay vnto pou: wil not dꝛinke hencefoꝛth of this fruite 
of the vine tree, vntil the day when I ſhal dꝛinbe it new 
with vou in my fathers kingdome. And whe they had 
ſaid grace, they went out vnto mount Oliuete. Then 
ſaid Jeſus vnto them:al ye ſhalbe offfded becauſe of me 
this nighte. Foꝛ it is written: J wil ſmite the ſhepeherd 
and the ſhepe or the flocke ſhalbe ſcattcred abꝛoade: but 
after J am riſen againe, J wil goe befoꝛe vou into Gali⸗ 
le. Peter anſwered. and ſaied vnto him: though alt men 
be offended becauſe of thee, vet wil J not be olfended. Je 
dus {aid vato him: verely J ay vnto thee, that in thys 
ſame night, betoꝛe the cocke krowe, thou ſhalt deny me 
thꝛile: Peter laid vnto him: ea, thoughe J ſhoulde dye 
With thee, vet wil J not deny thee:likewiſle alſo fated al 
the diſciples. Then came Jelꝰ with them vnto a farme 
place (which is called Gethlemane) and ſayed vnto the 
dylcpples. Sytte ye here whyle J gooe and pꝛaye yon- 
der. And he tooke with hym Peter, and the two 
ſonnes of Zebeve, and beganne to ware ſo2owvefull

and heauy. Thenſaid Jelꝰ vnto them. My ſoule is hea⸗ 
uy euen vnto the death. Tary ve here and watche wyth 
me. And he went alitle farther, and fell flat on his fate 
and pꝛaytd ſaying: O my father, if it be poſſible, let this 
cup paſſe frõ me:neuertheles, not as J will, but as thou 
wilt. And he came vnto the diſciples, and founde them 
aſlepe, and ſaid vnto Peter: what, could ye not watche 
with me one houre⸗ watch and pꝛay that ye enter notin 
to tẽptaciõ:the ſpirite is willing but the fleſh is weant 
He went away once againe and pꝛayed, ſaying: O mp 
father, it this cup may not paſſe away from me excepte 
J dꝛinke of it.thy wil be fulfilled: and he tame and foũd 
them allepe again, fdꝛ their eies wer heauy. And he left 
them, and went agame and pꝛayed thethirde, time, lap 
ing thelame woꝛdes. Then cometh he to his diſciplts, 
ſaid vnto thẽ:ſlepe on now and take your reſt. Behold, 
the houre is at hande, and the ſonne of man is betrayed. 
into the handes of ſinners. Nile, let vs be going:behold, 
he is at hande that doeth betray ine.While he yet ſpake 
loe; Judas one ot the number ofthe.xu, came and wyth 
him a great multitude with [woꝛdes and ſtaues, ſente 
from the chieke pꝛieſtes and elders of che people. But he 
that betrated him, gaue them a token, ſaying whomſo⸗ 
euer J kiſſe, theſaine is he, holde him faſte. And foꝛth 
with he came to Jeſus, and ſaied, haile Maiſter, and 
kiſſed him. And Jelꝰ ſatd vnto hym:krend, wherfoꝛe art 
thou come? Then came they andlated handes on Jeſus 
and toke hym. And behold, one of them that were with 
Jeſus, ſtretched out his hande and dꝛew his [weoꝛde, 
ſtroke a ſeruaunt ot the hie pꝛieſt, and lmote ok his eare. 
Then ſayed Jeſus vnto Hyin:put vp thy [Wweoꝛde into 
the ſheath, foꝛ all they that take the \weozd (hal periſh 
with the lweoꝛd. Thinkeſt thou that J cãnot now pꝛay 
to my father, and he ſhall gene mt, euen nowe, moꝛe thẽ 
rii.legyons of Aungels? But how then ſhall the \cryp- - 
tures bee fulfylled?Fozthus muſte it bee. Jn that ſame 
houre layed Jeſus to the n. 1 dee gre 
25 | BE hy I 0 
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out as it were to athefe with ſweozdes and ſauces, fo2 
to take me. Jlate dayly With you teaching tn the teple, 
and ye tokt me not. But althis is done that thekcrip: 
tures of the Pꝛophetes might be fulfilied, Then all the 
diſciples foꝛſoke him and fied. And theitoke Jelus c led 
him to caiphas the hie pꝛieſt, whert the fcribes and the 
Elders were aflembled. But Peter folowed him afarre 
ol vnto the hie pꝛieſtes palace. went in, and fate wyth 
the leruauntes to lee the end. The chrefe Pacſtes t El⸗ 
ders, t all the coulel, ſought falle witnes againſt Jeſus 
(fo: to put him to death) but founde none: yea, whẽ ma⸗ 
ny kalle witneſſes cane, vet foũd they none. At the laſte 
came. ii.falſe witneſſes, ſaid: this felow ſald: Jam ha⸗ 
ble to deſtroy W d, and to builde it againe in 
th:ce daves. And thechtefe pꝛieſt aroſe, ⁊ ſaid vnto hum: 
anſwereſt thou nothing: hy doe theſe beare witneſſe 
againſt thee: But Jeſus heide his peace. And the chiefe 
pꝛieſt anſwered, c laid vnto hun. I charge thee by the lt- 
uing god, that thou tell vs, whether thou be Chꝛiſte the 
ſonne of god. Jeſus faid vnto him: thou haſt ſaied: Ne- 
uertheles J lay vnto pou. hcreafterſhall ye ſee the ſonne 
ok man ſitting on therigyt hand of power, and coming 
in the cloudes of the ſtiye, Then the hit pꝛieſte rente hys 
clothes, ſaving:he hath ſpoken blaſphemy, what nede 
we of any moze Witneſſes?Brholde,now ye haue heard 
his blaſphemy, what thinke ye; They anſWwered# ſaid, 
he is woꝛthy to die. Then did they ſpit in His face, and 
buffeted him with fiſtes. And other ſmote him on the 
face with the palme of ther handes, ſaying:tel vs thou 
Ch:iſt, who is he that ſinote thee⸗Peter ſate Withoute 
in the courte, and adamoſell cometohym.,ſaying:thou. 
allo waſte with Jeſus of Galile: but he denyed becfoꝛe 
them allzlaying: J wote not what thou ſaieſt. When he 
Was gone ont into the poꝛch, another wenche ſaw him 
t ſaid vnto the that were there. This felowe was alſo 
With Jeſus of Nazareth. And again he denied with an 
othe, ſayinge: J doe not knowe the man. After a whyle 
3 came 
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tame vnto him they that ſtode by, and ſaid vnto Peter 
ſurely thou art euen one of them, foꝛ thy ſpeach bewꝛai 
eth thee. Then began he to curſe and to lweare, that he 
knew not the man. And immediatiy the cocke krewe* 
Peter remembꝛed the woꝛde of Jeſu, whiche ſaied vnto 
him:befoꝛe the cocke krow, thou ſhalt deny me thꝛiſe: # 
he wet out and wept bitterly. WHE the moꝛninge was 
come althechiefe pꝛieſtes and Elders of the people held 
a councel againſt Jeſus, to put him to death, t bꝛought 
him bounde, # deltucred him vnto Ponctus Pilate the 
deputie. Then Judas (which Had betraied Him)ſeeinge 
that he was cõdemned, repented himſelf, and bꝛoughte 
againe the. rxxx.plates ofſiluer to the chiete pꝛieſtes and 
Elders. laying: J haue ſinned betraying the innocente 
bloud. And they ſaied: what is that to vs: Se thouto 
that. And he caſt down the ſiluer plates in the temple, 
and departed and went and hanged hymſelfe. And the 
chiefe pꝛieſtes toke the liluer plates, and ſaid : It is not 
lawfnl fo: to put them into the treaſure, brecauſe it 18 
the pꝛict ot bloud. And they toke counlaile, and bought 
with them a potters fielde to bury ſtraügers in. Where 
foꝛe the fielde is called Acheldema. that is, the ficlde of 
bloud, vntil this day. Then was fulfilled that whyche 
was ſpoken by Jeremy the P2ophete.ſaying: and they 
toke.xxx.ſiluer plates, the pꝛyſe of him that was valued 
whom they boughte of the childꝛen of Ilrael, and gaue 
them foꝛ the potters fielde, as the Lozde appointed me. 
Jeſus ſtoode beefoꝛe the deputie, and the deputye aſked 
him, ſaying: art thou the kyng ofthe Jewes, Jelus ſaid 
vnto him:thouſayeſt. And when he was accuſed of the 
chiefe Pꝛieſtes and Elders, he anlwered nothing. Then 
ſayed Pilate vnto Him: heareſte thou not howe manpe 
witneſſes they laye againſt thee⸗ and he anlwered him 
to neuer a woꝛde: in ſo much that the deputie meruetled 
greatly. At that feaſt the deputie was wonte to deliner 
vnto the people a pziſoner whom they would deſter. He 
had then a notable pꝛiloner called Barrabas. Therfoze 
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when thet wer gathered together, Pilate laid: whether 
Will ye that J geuelooce vnto you Barrabas, oz Jeſus 
Which is called Chꝛiſt. Foz he knew that foꝛ enuy they 
had delinered him.When he was ſet down to geue iud⸗ 
gement, his wife fent vnto him, faping: haue thou no⸗ 
thinge to dooe with that iuſt man Foꝛ J haue ſuffered 
this daye many thinges in my ſlepe, beecauſe of hun. 
But the Chiefe pꝛieſtes and Elders perlwaded the peo⸗ 
ple that they ſhould aſke Barrabas, and deſtroy Jeſus. 
The deputy anlwered, and ſayed vnto them: Whether 
of the twaine wil ye that J let loce vnto vou? They ſaid 
Barrabas. Pilate ſaid vnto them: what ſhall J doe thẽ 
with Jeſus, which is called Chꝛiſte? They all ſaid vnto 
him:let him be crucified. The deputie ſated: What euyll 
hath he done; but they cried moze ſaying:let him be cry 
cified.When Pilate ſaw that he could pꝛeuaile nothige 
but that moze buſines was made, he tooke water, and 
waſſhed his handes bekoꝛe the people, ſayinge, J am in⸗ 
nocent ot the bloud ok this iuſt perſon, ſee ve. Then aun⸗ 
ſwered al the people, t ſaied his bloud be on vs and on 
our childꝛen. Then let he Barrabasloce vnto them and 
ſcourged Jeſus, and deliuered him to be crucified. Then 
the ſouldiours of the deputie toke Jeſ® into the comon 
hal and gathered vnto him allthecompanye: and they 


ſtripped hun, and put on him a purple robe, and platted 
a trown of thoꝛnes, and put it vpõ his head, and a rede 
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th? they had crucified him, they parted his garmetes 
and did caſt lottes, that it might be fulfilled which was 
ſpoken by the Pꝛophete: They parted my gar mentes a⸗ 
mong theẽ, vpon iny veſture did they caſt lottes . And 
they late and watched him there, and let vp oner his 
head the cauſe of his death wꝛitten. This is Jeſus the 
king of the Jewes. The wer there two theues rrucified 
with him, one on the righte hande, and an other on the 
lefte. They that paſſed by, reuiled him, wagging theyꝛ 
heades,and ſaying:thou that deſtroiedſt the temple of 
god, and diddeſt builde it in thꝛee dates laue thy ſelfe.Jf 
thou be the ſõne of god come down frõ the croſſe. Lyke⸗ 
wiſe alſo all the hie Pꝛieſtes mockinge him with the 
Stribes xelders,ſaid:he ſaued ot her, himſelfe he cãnot 
ſaue. Ik he be the kig ok Ilrael, let him now come down 
fro the croſle, and we wil beleue him. He truſted in God, 
let him deliuer him now, ik he wil haue hum: foꝛ he ſatd, 
J am the lõne ot god. The theues alſo which were cruct 
fied with him, caſte thelame in his teeth. Frõ the ſyrth 
houre was there darknes ouer al the laͤd, vntil the ninth 
houre. And about the ninth houre, Jelus tried with a 
loude voice, ſaying, Ely, Ely, lamaſabathany⸗that isto 
ſay my god, my god, whyhaſt thou foꝛſaken me? Some 
of thein that ſtode there, when they heard that, layed: 
this man calleth foꝛ Helias. And ſtreighte waye one of 
them ran and toke a ſponge, and whẽ he had filled it ful 
of vineger, he put it on a rede, and gaue him to dꝛynke 
Other laid: let be, let vs ſee whether Helias will tome x 
deliuer him. Jeſus when he Had cried againe With a 
loude voyce, yelded vp the goſt. And behold, the vaile of 
the temple did rent in. ii. partes, from the top to the bo⸗ 
tome, ⁊ the earth did quake e the ſtones rente, k graues 
did open many bodyes of ſatnctes, which ſlepte, aroſe 
and went out of the graues after his relurrectiõ, came 
into the holy citic,and appeared vnto many. Uhen the 
Centuriõ, i they that wer with him watchinge Jeſus, 
ſaw the earth quake, c thoſe thinges which happened, 
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they feared greatly,ſaying:Truely this was the ſonne 
ofcgod. And many Women were there(beholdinghima 
karre of) which folowed Jeſus from Galile, miniſtringe 
vnto him:emonge whiche was Mary Magdalene, and 
Mary the mother of James and Joſes, and the mother 
of Zebedes childꝛen. 
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Ela Hit The Epiſtle, 
hat is he this that commethkrom Edom,wyth 
AN redde colored clothes of Woſta(whiche is lo coft- 
uv goth) and commeth in ſo mightely with alhis 
ſtrength: J am he that teacheth righteouſnes, and am 
of power to helpe. Wherfoze then is thy clothyng redde 
t thy raiment lyke his that treadeth in the wine pꝛeſſe⸗ 
J haue troden the pzeſſe my ſelfe alone, and of all people 
there is not one with me. Thus will J treade downe 
myne enemyes in my wꝛath, and ſet my fete vpon them 
in mine indignacion:and theyꝛ bloud ſhal beſpꝛing my 
clothes, and lo wyll J ſtaine al my raiment. Foz the day 
of vengeaunte is aſſigned in my hearte, and the yeare 
whe my people ſhalbe delyuered is tome. J loked about 
me, and there was no man to ſhew me any helpe. I mer 
ueiled that no man helde me vp. Then J helde me by 
mine ow arme, and my feruentnes ſuſtayned me. And 
thus will J treade doWwne the people in my wꝛath, and 
bath them in my diſplealure, and vpon the earth will J 
lay their ſtrength. J will declare the goodnes of the lozd 
peda and the pꝛaiſe ofthe Loꝛd foꝛ all that he hath geuen 
vs, foꝛ the greate good that he hath done foz Jiraell, 
whiche he hath geuen them ok his owne fauor, and ac- 
coꝛding to the multitude of his louing kindnes : foꝛ he 
ſaid theſe no doubt are my people, and no ſhzinkng chil- 
dꝛen, and lo he was their ſauiour. In theyꝛ troubles he 
was alſo troubled wyth them, and the Aungell that 
Wente foꝛth from his pꝛelente, delyuered them. Ot very 
loue and kindneſle that he had vnto them, he redemed 


them. 
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them . He hath boꝛne them and caried them bp euer 
ſence the woꝛld began: but after they pꝛouoked hym to 
wꝛath and vered his holy minde, he was their enemyt 
and fought againſt them himtelfe. Pet remembꝛed Il⸗ 
rael the old time of Moſes and his people. ſayig: where 
is he that bꝛought them krö the water ot the fear with 
them that fede his ſhepe where is he that hath geuen 
his oy ſpirite among them-heled them by the ryght 
hand of Moſes, with his gloꝛious arme:deupdynge the 
water befoze them ( whereby he gate himſelf an euerla⸗ 
ſting name:) he led them in the depe as an hoꝛſe is led in 
the plaine, that they ſhould not ſtumble, as à tame beaſt 
goeth in the fielde: and the bꝛeath geuen ot God, geucth 
im reſt, Thus (O god) haſt thou led thi people, to make 
thy ſelfe a gloꝛious name withal. Loke downe then fro 
heauen, and beholde the dwellyng plate ot thy ſanctua⸗ 
rye, and thy gloꝛye. Howe is it that thy gelouſye, thy 
ſtrength the multitude or thy mertyes, and thy louyng 
kyndnes, wyl not be intreated of vs? pet art thou our fa⸗ 
ther. Foꝛ Abꝛaham knoweth vs not, neyther is Ilraell 
acquainted with vs: but thou loꝛde art oure father and 
redemer, and thy name is euerlaſtyng. O loꝛd, wherfoꝛe 
haſt thou led vs out of thy way ⸗ wherfoꝛe haſt thou har 
dened our heartes that we feare the not. Beat one with 
vs againe foꝛ thy ſeruauntes ſake, and foꝛ the generact- 
on of thine heritage. Thy people haue had but a lytle of 
thy Sanctuary in poſſeſſion: foꝛ our enemies haue tro⸗ 
den downe the holy place. And we were thine from the 
beginning, whe thou waſt not their loꝛd, foꝛ they haue 
not called vpon thy name.

And 
there were ſome that were not contente within then 
ſelues, and ſaid: what neded this Waſt of ointment? foꝛ 


pence, e haue been geut to the pooꝛe. And they grudged 


aͤgainſt her. And Jeſus laid: let her alone, why trouble 


ye her? She hath done a good woꝛke on me, foꝛ ve haue 
pooꝛe with vou alwaies, and Whenſoeucr ye wil ye may 
doe them good: but me haue ye not alwayes. She hath 
done that ſhe could, ſhe came afoꝛehand to annoint my 
body to the burying.Uerely J ſay vnto you, whereſoe⸗ 
uer this goſpel ſhalbe pꝛeached thꝛoughout the whole 
Woꝛlde, this alſo that ſhe Hath done, ſhalbe rehearſed in 
rememberaunce of her. And Judas Iſcarioth one of 
the twelue wente awaye vnto the hie pꝛeſtes to betrave

And the ſouldiours led hym 
awaye into the common hall, and called together the 
whole multitude, and they clothed him with purple, ck 
thei platted a crown ofthoꝛnes, and crowned him with 
all, and began to ſalute him:haile kinge of the Jewes. 
And they \mote him on the head with a rede and dyd 
ſpit vpon him, and bowed their knees and Wozſhipped 
him.

Arte thou verye 
Chalſte-tell vs. And he layde vnto them: vf Jtell you, ye 
Will not beleue me, and if Jaſke you, vou will not anl were 
noꝛ let me goe : hereafter ſhall the ſonne of man ſytte on the 
ryghthande ol the power of God. Then layde they al: Arte 
thou then the ſonne of God, he layd: He ſaye that Jam, 
And they ſayd: what nede we of anye further witnes : Foz 
we our ſelues haue hearde ol his owne mouth.

& | (24 jalter a Wozle, Foz fyꝛſte of all, when ye come 
together in the congregation J heare that 
—— chereis dicention amonge pou,æ Jpartly be⸗ 
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leue it. Foꝛ there muſt be ſectes amonge vou, that they whi⸗ 
che are perfect among you, may be knowẽ. When ve come 
together therekoꝛe into one place, the loꝛdes upper can not 
be eaten, toꝛ euerye man beginneth afoze to eate hys owne 
ſupper. And one is hungrye, and another is dꝛonken. Haue 
ve not houſes to eate and dꝛmke in! deſpyſeye the congre- 
cation of god, and ſhame them that haue not? What ſhall 
IA ſapye vnto you-ſhall I pꝛayſe you? in thys J pzayſe you 
not. That which J delttiered vnto you, J receyued of the 
Lo2de,Fo2 the Lo2de Jeſus; the ſame night in whiche he 
was betrayed, toke bzead,and when he had geuen thankes 
he bꝛake it and ſayde: Tale ye and eate, thys is my bodye 
Which is bꝛoken foꝛ you, This doe ye in the remembꝛaunce 
of me. After the ſame maner allo, he toke the cup when ſup⸗ 
per was done, aying this cup is thenewe Teſtamente in 
my bloud. This do, as oft as ye denke it, in remembꝛaunce 
of me. Foz as often as ye ſhall cate this bꝛead, and dꝛinle ol 
this cup, ve ſhall ſhewe the Lozdes death til he come. Wher 
foe. Wholoeuer ſhall eate of this bꝛeade, and dꝛinke of this 
cup ot the loꝛde vn woꝛthely, chalbe gylty ol the bodye and 
bloude ofthe Loꝛde. But let a man examine humlelfe, and 
ſo let him eate ofthe bꝛead, and dꝛink ol the cup. Foz he that 
eateth and dꝛinketh vnwoꝛtbelye, eateth and dunkieth his 
owne dampnation, becauſe he maketh no difference ofthe 
Lo2des body. Foꝛthis cauſe many are weake and ſicke a= 
monge pou, and many ſlepe. Fo: if we had iudged oure lel- 
ues, we ſhoulde not haue bene iudged. But when we are 
ludged of the Loꝛde, we are chaſtened, that we ſhoulde not 
be dampned with the woꝛlde Wherefoze my bꝛethꝛen, whe 
ve come together to eate tary one foꝛ another. IA anye man 
hungre, let him eate at home that ye come not together vn 
——— thinges Will I let in oꝛder when 
come.

be whole multitude of them aroſe,and led him v 
A to Pilate, Ind they began to accuſe hym ſayinge: 
we founde thys felowe peruertyngthepeople,and 
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foꝛbidding to paye tribute to Ceſar, ſaying that he is Chak 
a kynge . And Pilate appoſed him ſaying:art thou the king 
ofthe Jewes ; he aunſwered him, and ſayde thou ſayeſt it. 
Then ſavde Pilate to the hiePueltes and to the people: J 
kynde no kaulte in this man, Ind they Were the moze fieree 
ſayinge he moueth the people, teachinge thoꝛoughoute all 
Jury, and began at Galle, euen to this place. When Pilate 
hearde mention of Galile, he altzed whether the man Were 
of Galile. And alſone as he tinewe that he belonged to he⸗ 
todes iurildiction, he ſent him to Herode, whiche was allo 
at Jeruſalem at that tyme. And when Herode ſawe Jeſus, 
he was excedynge glad, foꝛ he was deſyꝛous to ſe hun of a 
longe ſeaſon, becauſe he had heard manye thinges ol hym, 
and he truſted to haue ſene ſome miracles done by him. 

Then he queſtioned with him many woꝛdes. But he aun- 
ſwered him nothinge. The hie pꝛieſtes and Scribes ſtoode 
foꝛth and accuſed him ſtraightly. And herod with his men 
of warte deſpyſed hym. And when he had mocked hym, he 
arayed him in white clothing, and ſent him againe to Py- 
late. And the ſame day Pylate and Herode Were made kren⸗ 
des together. Foz befoꝛe they Were at variaunce. And Pylat 
called together the hie pꝛueſtes, and the rulers, and the peo⸗ 
ple, and ſayde vnto them: ye haue bꝛoughte this man vnto 
me, as one that peruerteth the people: and behold Jeramin 
him befoze you, and finde no faulte in this man ofthoſe thin 
ges wherol pe accuſe him, no noꝛ yet Herod, Foz J ſent vou 
vnto him, and loe nothinge woꝛthye ol death is done vnto 
hym: J wyll therfoze chaſten him, and let hym loce. Foz of 
neceſſitie he mult haue let one loce to them at that feaſte. 
And all the people cryed at once ſayinge awaye with hym, 
and deliuer vs Barrabas:Whtch foꝛ a certayne inlurrection 
made in the citie, and foꝛ amurther, was caſte into pꝛieſon. 
Pylate ſpake agayne vnto them, wyllynge to lette Jeſus 
loce, But they cryed, ſayinge: crucykyehym, crucyfyehym, 
Heſayed vnto theim the thyꝛde time: what euyll hath he 
done 7 Jfyndeno caule of death in hym: J wyll therefeze 
chaſtenhym , andlette hym goe . Ind 


they cryed with 
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{oudevoices, requy2ynge that he mighte be crucified, And 
the voices dfthemand of the hie pxteftes pꝛeuayled. And e 
late gaue lentence that it ſhould be as they required; and he 


let loce vnto them, him that ( foꝛ inſurrection and murther) 
was caſt into pꝛielon, whom they had deſy2ed and he deli⸗ 
ucred to theun Jeſus, to doe with him what they woulde⸗ 
And as they led hym awaye, they caughte one Symon of 
Cyꝛene cominge out ofthe fielde and on him layed they the 
Ctoſſe, that he myghte beare it after Jelus . And there fo- 
lowed him a great companye of people, and of womenne, 
whiche bewapled and lamented him. But Jelus tourned 
backevnto them, and layde: ye daughters of Jeruſalem, 
Wepe not fo2 me, but Weepe foz youre ſelues, and foꝛ youre 
chyldꝛen. Foꝛ beholdethe dayes wyll come, in the whiche 
they ſhall ſaye : happy ate the barren, and the wombes that 
neuer bare, and the pappes whiche neuer gaue ſucke. Then 
ſhall they begin to ſaye to the Mountaynes, fall on vs: and 
to the hylles, couer vs. Foꝛ it they doe this in a greene tree; 
What ſhall be done in the dꝛye! And there were two euyll 
doers ledde with him to be ſlayne. And after that they were 


come to the place ( whiche is called Caluarte) there they 


crucified him and the euyll doers: one on the ryghte hande, 
and the other on the left. Then ſayde Jeſus: father koꝛgeue 
them foꝛ they wote not what they do. And they parted his 
taymente, and caſte lottes. And the people ſtode and beheld: 
And the rulers mocked him with theim, ſapinge: he laued 
other men, lette him laue him ſelfe ylhe be verye Chziſte the 
cholen of God. The ſouldiours allo mocked him, and came 
and offered him vineger, and ſayed : if thou be the kynge ol 
Jewes, ſaue thy ſelfe. And a ſuperſcription was wꝛytten oz 
uer him, With letters of Greelie, and Latyne, and Hebꝛue: 
This is the kinge of the Jewes. And one of the euyll doers, 
Whiche were hanged, rayled on him, layinge: Nfthou be 
Chꝛiſt, laue thy ſelle and vs. But the other aunſwered and 
rebuned him, layinge feareſte thou not God, ſeynge thou 
arte in the ſame dampnation⸗ we are righteouſly puniſhed, 
toz we receiue accoꝛdinge to our dedes but this man oy 
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dononothinge amiſſe. And he layed vnto Jeſus Loꝛde, ref 
member me when thou commeſt into thy kingdome. And 
Jeſus ſayde vnto him: verely Jſaye vnto thee: to day ſhalt 
thou be with me in Paradiſe. And it was aboute the ſyrth 
houre: and there was a darkeneſſe ouer all the earth, vntyll 
the ninth houre and the Sunne was darkened. And the 
vayle ofthe Temple did rent, euen thꝛough the middes. 
And when Jelus hadde cryed with a loude voyce, he layed: 
Father. into thy handes Jcommend my ſpyzyte, And whe 
hethus had ſayde, he gaue vp the ghoſte. When the Centu⸗ 
tion ſawe what had happened, he gloꝛiſted God, ſaying ve⸗ 
rely this was ati * man. And all the people that came 
together to Wat ght, and ſaw the thinges which had hap 
pened, ſmote they? bꝛeſtes ⁊ retourned. And all his acquain⸗ 
taunce, and the womẽ that folowed him from Gaule ſtode 
afarre of beholdinge thele thinges. And beholde, there was 
à man named Joleph a counſayler, and he was a good mã 
and a iuſte:the lame had not conſented to the counlayle and 
dede ofthe. whiche was ol Aramathia, a citie ofthe Jewes. 
Whiche lame allo wayteth koꝛ the kyngedome ol God: he 
went vnto Pylate and begged the body of Jeſus, and tokie 
it downe. and wꝛapped it in a linnen cloth, and layed it in a 
ſepulchꝛe that was hewen in ſtone Where neuer man be- 
foꝛe had bene layd. And that daye Was the pꝛepating ofthe 
Sabboth, and the Sabboth dzewe on. The women that 
folowed after, whiche had come wyth him from Galile, be- 
heldethe ſepulchze. and hole his body was layed And thei 
returned, and preparedſweete Odoures, and oyntmentes; 
but reſted on the — dap accopding to the commaun⸗ 
dementes.

==WHelawe(Whiche hath but a hadowe ol good 
DJ... {hinges to come, and not the verye fachyon of 
a 2 thinges them ſelues )can neuer with thoſe la 
critices whiche they offre yeare by ycare con⸗ 
— tynualſpe, make the commers therevnto per- 
fytte. Foz woulde not then thoſe Sacrifices haue ceaſed to 
haue beene offered, becauſe that the offerers once pourged 
ſhoulde haue hadde no moe conſcience of ſynnes - Neuer⸗ 
theles in thoſe Sacrplices is there mention made of ſynnes 
euerye yeare. Foꝛ the bloude of Oren and Goates cannot 
take awayeſynnes . Wherefoze, when he commeth into 
the woꝛlde, he layeth: Sacryfyce and offeringe thou woul⸗ 
deſte not haue, but a bodye haſte thou oꝛdeyned me. 
Burnte olferinges allo foꝛſynne haſte thounotallowed. 
Then layde J-loe, J am here. In the beginnynge of the 
. ookie 
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booke it is wꝛitten of me, that J ſhoulde doe thy wyll, O 
God. Aboue, when he ſayeth: Dacrillce and offerynge, and 
burnt ſactifices, and ſynne offeringes thou wouldeſte not 
haue, neyther haſt thou alowed them (whiche pet are olf: 
ted by the la we) then ſald he loe, J aim here to do thy Will, 
O God he taketh away the fyꝛſt to eſtablyche the latter, by 
the which will. We are made holy, euen vy the oflerynge ol 
the body of Jeſu Chuſt once foꝛ al. And euery pꝛeiſtis teady 
dayly miniſtringe and offerynge often tymes one maner df 
oblation, which can neuer take awaye ſynnes. Wut thys 
man, after he hath offred one ſacrifice foꝛ ſinnes, is ſet down 
fo! euer on the right hand ol God, and fram henceloꝛth tarts 
eth till his foes be made his foteſtole, Foꝛ with one offering 
hath he made perkecte foꝛ euer them that are ſanctified. The 
holy gooſt him ſelfe alſo beareth vs recoꝛde, euen when he 
tolde befoze: Thys is the teſtament that J wyl make vnto 
them. After thoſe dayes (layeth the Lod)Jwyll putte my 
lawes in their heartes, and in theyꝛ myndes Wyll J wate 
them, and theyꝛ ſinnes and iniquities wy il Jremembzeno 
moꝛe. And where remiſſton of theſe thinges is, there is no 
more offeringe foꝛ ſinnes. Seynge therfoze bꝛethꝛen, that by 
the meanes ofthe bloude of Jelu, we haue libertie to entre 
into the holy place, by the newe and liuyng Waye, whyche 
he hath pzepared foꝛ vs, thꝛoughe the vayle (that is toſay, 
by his lleche:) And ſeynge alſo that we haue an hye pꝛeiſte 
Which is ruler ouer the houſe of God let vs dꝛawe nie with 
a trueheatte in a ſure faythe, ſpꝛynkled in oure hartes from 
an euyll conſcience, and wached in oure bodyes with pure 
Water let vs keepe the pꝛofeſſion of our hope, without wa⸗ 
uering(fo2 he is fayth full that pꝛomyled) and let vs confy- 
dꝛe one another, to the intente that we maye pꝛouoke vnto 
loue, and to good woꝛkes, not foꝛſaking the feloWſhip that 
we haue amonge oure ſelues, as the maner of ſome is but 
let vs exhoꝛte one another, and that ſo muche the moꝛe be⸗ 
caule ve lee that the daye dꝛaweth nye. 


Which was the hie pꝛeiſt the ſame peare. Cayphas was he 
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hen Jeſus had ſpoken theſe woꝛdes he went 
\ 1 jfozth with his Diſctples ouer the bꝛooke Ce- 
dꝛon, where was a garden into the which he 
then entred with his diſctples, Judas whych 
— allo betrayed him, knewe the place: foꝛ Jeſus 
ftymes teſoꝛted thyther with hys Diſciples . Judas then 
after he had recctued a bonde of men (and miniſters of the 
hye pꝛeiſtes and Phariſies) came thyther with lanternes, 
and fyꝛe bꝛandes, and weapons. And Jeſus knowynge all 
thinges that choulde come on hym, went fooꝛth and layed 


vnto them: Wholneſecke ye⸗ They aunſWered hym: Je⸗ 


—— — — 


ſus of Nazareth, Jeſus ſayed vnto them: Jam he. Judas 


alſo which betrayed him ſtode with them . Aſſone then as 
he had layde vnto them: Jam he, they wente backeward, 
and ſell to the grounde. Then aſtied he them againe. who 
ſeeke ye! They aide Jeſus of Nazareth. Jeſus aunſwered, 
I haue tolde vou that J am he. Af ye ſeke me therefoze let 
theſe goe theyꝛ Waye, that the ſayinge mighte be fulfylled 
which he ſpake. Of them Whiche thou gaueſte me, haue J 
not loſt one. Then Simon Peter hauyng a ſwoꝛde, dꝛewe 
it, and ſmote the hie pꝛeiſtes ſeruaunte, and cut of hys ryght 
care. The ſeruauntes name was Malchus, Therfoꝛe ſaieth 
Jeſus vnto Peter, put vp thy (weozde into thy heath: hal 
J not dunke of the cup which my kather hath geuen me⸗ 
Then the companye and the captapne, and the minyſters 
of the Jewes toke Jeſus and bounde hym, and led hym a⸗ 
wap to Annas fyꝛſt, ſoꝛ he was father in lawe to Cayphas, 


that gaue counſel to the Jewes, that it was expedient that 
one man choulbe die foꝛ the people . And Symon Peter 
folowed Jeſus, and ſo dydde another Dyſaple: that Diſci- 
ple was kno wenne to the hie Pꝛeiſte, and wente in wyth 
Jeſus vnto the palace of the hye Pꝛyeſte But Peter 
ſtoode at the dooze wythoute . Then wente oute that 
other Dilcpple( whyche was knowen to the hye Pꝛeyſt) 

and 
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aidipiketsthedunoteſtchat keperh ye 90 bꝛoughte in 
Ptter. Then laid the damolel that keße th doꝛe b. o Peter 
art not thou alſo one of this mans dyſcypits-heſayd: Jam 
not. The leruauntes and miniſtets ſtode theke Whithe had 
made a fy2cof coales:foꝛ it was colde and they warmed the 
ſelnes.Petet alſdſtode among them and Warmedhimſelfe, 
The hie pꝛeiſt then aſked Jeſus of his diſciples, and ot ys 
doctrine. Jeſus aunſwered hun: Iſpene opeiny in wid 
Jeuet taught in the Sinagoge, and in che temple whither 
al the Jewes haue reſoꝛted, and in ſecrete haue J ſayde no- 
thynge. hy aſkeſt thou me: Alte them which hearde me, 
What Jſayd vntothem.2Beholde they can tell what Iſaid 
When he had thus ſpoken, ont ofthe mynpſters, whyche 
ſtodeby,ſmote Jeſus on thekace ,laying: Iunſ\vereſt-thou 
the hie pꝛeilte ſooz Jeſus aum wered hm pf Jhaue enell 
ſpoken, beare wytnes of the euill: But if J haue well ſpo⸗ 
ken 'why fmyteſtthou me! And Annas ſente hym bounde 
viito Catphas the hie pꝛeiſt. Symon Peter ſtode and war⸗ 
med hym ſelle. Then layde they vnto hym arte not thou 
allo one of his dylcyples 7 He denyed it and (aydeJ am 
not. One ol the Seruauntes ot che hye pꝛeyſtes, (hys colin, 
Whole eare Peter ſmote of) ſayde vnto hym ; dyd not Iſee | 
theein ? garden with him! Peter therefoze denyedagatne- 
andinimediatelpe the Coche krelwe. Then ledde they Je- 
— pop into the hall of Judgement. It was in 
mange and they them ſelles went not into the iudg⸗ 
— hey choulde be deffled, butthat they myghte 
eatethePaſlcouerPylate then wente outeto them, ⁊ ſavde: 
what accuſation vyng you againſt this man! They aun- 
wered and ſayd vnto him: he were not an eufldoer, we 
would not haue delyuered him vnto thee / Then ſayde y 
late vnto them ; take ye hym and iudgehym after youre 
owne lame . The Jelbes t herefoꝛe ſayde vuto hym: It 
is not lawefull foz vs to putte anye manne to Deathe, 
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whychheſpake ,ſyguifymage what deathe he woulde dye. 
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Then Plate entred into the Judgement hall againe, and 
called Jeſus, ⁊ layd vnto hun: Arte thou the kynge of the 
Jewes- Jeſus aunſ\vered : ſayeſt thou that ol thy Tei, 02 
dyd other tel it the ofne-PtlateaunſWvered: Am Ja Jeez 
Thine owne nacion and hie Pꝛeiſtes haue delyuered the 
vnto me: what haſt thou done; Jeſus aunſwered my king 
dome is not ofthis woꝛlde : if my kyngdome were ol thys 
wonlde then woulde my miniſters ſurelyt fyghte, that J 
could not be deliuered to the Jewes: but no we is my king 
dome not from hence. Pilate thereſoꝛe ſayd vnto hym. Arte 
thou a king then- Jeſus aunſ wered: thou ſayeſt that J am 
a king. Foꝛ this cauſe was Jbozue : and ſoꝛ this cauſe came 
into the woꝛld that J ſhoulde beare wytnes vnto the tru⸗ 
the. Ind al that are olthe truth heare my noyce. Pilate ſatd 


vnto him:what thinge is truthez And when he hadde ſaide 


this he went out agayne vnto the Jewes, and faith vnto 
them:J finde in him no cauſe at al: ye hauen cuſtomethat 
Ichoulde diliuer pou one loce at Eaſter ul ye that Jlooce 
vnto ou the kingofthe Jewes : Then cryrd they al again 
ſaping Not him, but Barrabas, the ſame 2Sarrabas was 


- amurtherer, Then Pilate tone Jeſus therefoze, andſconr- 


ged him. And the ſouldtours wound acrowne of thoznes, 
and put it on his head. And they dyd on hym apurple gar- 
ment and came viitohim,and{ad:Hallekingof 6 J 
and they ſmote him on the face Pilate went agayug 
and ſayd vnto them: beholde, J bzynge hyinfoethets: you 
that ve may knowe that Jlonde no faniteinhym. Then 
came Jeſus foozthe, wearynge a Crowne: of thozne; 
and a tobe ofpurple And be lapeth vnto them: hehatde 
the man. hen che Pꝛeiſtes therefoze- and: the minpſterg 
ſaype hym they cryed,Crucyfyehym pins oo Poop more 
eth vnto them take ye hym and Cracyfye hym, foꝛ 
unde noo cauſe in bym. The Jewes aum iwered 
ym-: we haue a lawe and dy olue dame he -oughte 
to dyt, beecaule he made hym elſe the om of 


God. 
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God. When Pylate hearde that ſapinge, he was the moꝛe 
afrayd, and Went againe into the iudgement hall, and ſayd 
vnto Jelus: whence art thou: But Jeſus gauehym none 
aunſ were. Then ſayde Pylate vnto hum: Speakeſte thou 
not vnto me: Eno weſt thou not that J haue power to cru- 
cfte thee, and haue power to looſe thee? Jeſus aunſwered: 
thou couldeſt haue no power at all agaynſte me, excepte it 
were geuen thee from aboue: Therfoze he that deliuered me 
vnto thee, hath the moꝛe ſynne. And fro thenceloꝛth ſought 
Pylate meanes to loſe him: but the Jewes cryed , ſayinge: 
ifthoulethym go, thou arte not Celars frende: koꝛ whoſoe- 
uer maketh him lelle a kynge, is agaynſt Ceſar When Py- 
late hearde that ſayinge, he bzoughte Jeſus foꝛth, and ſate 
downe to geue ſentence in a place that is called the paue⸗ 
ment, but in the hebꝛue tongue, Gabbatha. It was the pꝛe⸗ 
patynge daye of Eaſter about the ſixth houre. And he ſayth 
vnto the Jewes : beholde your kynge. They cryed, ſayinge: 
away with him, away with him, cruciſie him. Pilate ſalth 
vnto them: ſhall J crucifte youre kitnge? The hye pueſtes 
anſwered : we haue no kynge but Ceſar, Then delyuered 
he hym to them to be crucified. And they toke Jelus and led 
him away,and he bare his croſſe, and wet foꝛth into a place 
whiche is called the place of deade mennes ſculles ; but in 
Heb2zue,Golgotha : where they crucifyed hym, and two os 
ther with hym on eyther ſyde one, and Jelus in the midſte. 
And plate wꝛote a title and putte it vppon the croſſe. The 
wꝛptynge was, Jeſus of Nazareth kynge ok the Jewes. 
This title readde many of the Jewes : fo2 the place where 
Jeſus was crucified, was nere to the citie. And it was wꝛit⸗ 
ten in Hebꝛue, Greke, and Latine. Then ſayed the hie Pꝛie · 
ſtes ofthe Jelbes to Pylate, wꝛyte not kinge ofthe Jewes, 
but that he ſayd Jam kiynge of the Jewes. ylate aunſwe 
red: what J haue wꝛytten that J haue wꝛytten Then 
the Souldyers, when they hadde crucaſied Jeſus, toke his 
garmentes, and made foure partes, to euerve Souldiour 
a patte, and alſoo hyscoate ; The coate was 2 
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dutſeame, wꝛought vpon thꝛoughoute. They laydethere- 
foze among them ſelues let vs not deuide it, but caſt lottes 
fo: it who ſhall haue it, that the ſcriptute might be tulfylled 
ſayinge: They haue parted my rayment among them, and 
foꝛ my coate didde they caſte lottes. And the ſouldiers dydde 
ſuche thinges in dede There ſtode by the croſle of Jeſus, his 
mother, and his mothers ſiſter, Mary the wyke ol Cleophas 
and Marye Magdalene. When Jelus therefoꝛe lawe his 
mother. and the diſciple whom heloued. ſtandinge, he laith 
vnto his mother: woman, beholde thy ſonne. Then layde 
he tothe Diſciple:beholde thy mother. And from that houre 
the Diſciple toke her foꝛ his owne. Alter thele thinges, Je- 
ſus knoWinge that all thinges were nowe pertourmed, 
that the ſcripture myghte befulfylled, heſayth : J thyꝛſte. 
So there ſtode a veſſell by, full of vyneger : theretoze they 
fylled a ſponge with vyneger, and wounde it aboute with 
Ilope, and put it to his mouthe. Aſſone as Jeſus then recey- 
ued ol the vynegat, he ſayde : It is finiched, and bowed his 
head, and gaue vp the goſte. The Jewes therefoze, becauſe 
it was the pꝛeparinge of the Sabbaoth, that the bodyes 
ſhoulde not remaine vpon the Croſſe on the Sabboth daye 
(fo: that Sabboth daye was an hie daye ) beſought Pylate 
that they: legges myght beb2okien, and that they myghte 
be taken downe. Then came the Souldiers and bꝛake the 
legges of the fyꝛſte, and ofthe other whiche was crucifyed 
with him. But when they came to Jeſus, and ſawe that he 
was deade alreadye, they bꝛake not his legges: but one of 
the ſouldioures with a ſpeare thꝛuſte him into the ſyde and 
foꝛthwith there came out bloude and water. And he that 
lalwe it bare recoꝛde, and his recoꝛd is true. Ind he knolweth 
that he ſayeth true, that ye myghte beleue alſo, Foꝛ theſe 
thinges were done that the Scripture ſhoulde be fulfylled: 
ye ſhall not bꝛeake a bone of hym. 
And agayne another ſcripture ſayeth: they chall loke vpon 
him whome they haue pearſed. After this, Joſeph of Ara: 
mathia( whiche was a Dylapleof JESUS, but rep

fo2 feare of the Jewes )beſoughte Pylate that hempqhte 
take down the body of Jeſus.
